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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 32, the second line from the bottom, replace "more than 1 1 .67" with 
"from 11 to 38". 

In claim 50, line 5, replace "more than 10" with "from 1 1 to 38". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Yu (JP 63-126542, Translation) teaches transparent oil-in-water microemulsions 
containing hydrophilic ionic surfactants and oil components used for pharmaceuticals 
and cosmetics. The reference teaches that the ratio of the surfactant to the oil 
ingredients in the invention may range from 1 :05 to 1:10, and the emulsified particle size 
is 0.01-0.1 microns. While Yu teaches a list of suitable surfactants useful for the prior 
art microemulsion, the reference fails to teach the specific surfactants of the present 
invention. Since these specific surfactants are not taught in microemulsion art, and 
there is no teaching or suggestion that surfactants behave similarly, it would not have 
been obvious to a skilled artisan to expect that the present surfactants, used in the 
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oil:surfactant ratio of 11 -38 based on 1, would successfully make a microemulsion 
having the particle size as defined by applicants. 

While the prior art teaches the 10:1 ratio as the maximum oil:surfactant ratio, 
examiner views that there is no motivation to use less surfactant and still expect to 
successfully make a stable microemulsion as defined in the present claim, particularly 
when the specific surfactants are not even taught in the prior arts. Furthermore, 
Tomomasa (JP 63-126543, Translation) teaches that the weight ratio of nonionic 
hydrophilic surfactant: oil to make a stable microemulsion is 1 :05- to 1 :7, and 
particularly teaches against from using lower amount of surfactants, stating, "unless the 
•quantity of the nonionic surfactant in relation to the oil is large, good microemulsion 
cannot be obtained". See p. 13, lines 12-14. Thus, since there is no teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to use applicants' specific surfactants in making a 
microemulsion, and a prior art teaches against using higher oiksurfactant ratio, as 
applicants have done in this case, examiner views that the present claims are 
nonobvious over the prior arts. 

Support for the amendment is found in original specification, p. 10, line 13 and p. 
17, Table 1, Inventive Example 3. The specification enables the amended claims with 
the range of the oihsurfactant ratio, since only three species of surfactants are claimed, 
the oil-in-water emulsion to be made is well defined in the terms of particle size and light 
transmittance, and the specification provides sufficient working examples and 
guidance/direction as to how to make and use the emulsion. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
